REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record shows or suggests a parking device for vehicles in 
which the rotation of an input shaft of a transmission is not limited by the frictional force 
of an engine when the engine is brought into a halt, wherein the parking device includes 
a parking gear, a parking lock mechanism, a change lever, a speed-change actuator, a 
neutral position detection means, a parking operation detection means and a control 
means arranged together and functioning in the manner specified in claim 1, and 
particularly wherein after the neutral position of the change lever has been confirmed 
based on the detection signal from the neutral position detection means the control 
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means operates the speed-change actuator to bring the transmission into engagement 
with a predetermined gear when the operation of the change lever is confirmed based 
on the detection signal from the parking operation detection means. 

Claim 2 depends from claim 1 and is allowable for at least the same reasons.

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

EP 1 ,251,301 A2 (Koga) discloses a parking device for vehicles in which the 
rotation of an input shaft of a transmission is not limited by the frictional force of an 
engine when the engine is brought into a halt (see e.g. paragraphs 9 and 13). However 
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Koga does not include the neutral position detection means, a parking operation 
detection means and a control means arranged together and functioning in the manner 
specified in applicant's claim 1 . 

US 4,987,792 A (Mueller et al.) discloses a shifting arrangement for an automatic 
transmission 3 of a vehicle including a change lever, position detecting means 4 and a 
control means 5. However Mueller does not disclose, among other things, the parking 
lock mechanism or the operation of the control means as specified in claim 1. 

Accordingly, neither of the cited prior art documents shows a parking device as 
presently claimed. Nor does there appear to be any suggestion contained within the 
references which would have motivated one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the teachings of the cited references in such a manner 
as to arrive at the claimed parking device.
